refund of postage. I received a 
thank you, and that was all.”

The history of this small State 
is traced even to the pre-historic 
days. The Chereman Perumals, 
the pioneers of democracy—who 
ruled the United Kerala during 
the 3rd to 5th century A.D.—are 
claimed to be the ancestors of the 
ruling family of the State. A 
number of European travellers 
and navigators have contributed 
to the cultural advancement of 
the country. It is said that the 
Portuguese were the first to enter 
into some kind of treaty with the 
Rulers of Cochin; it was in the 
15th Century. 

The historical tracing of those 
years are only from the random 
jottings of the foreign travellers 
or merchants who have _ often 
failed to understand native 
names and terms. So much so, a 
wanton turmoil is occasionally 
created whenever a controversy 
on the past history is taken up 
by the so called historical re- 
searchers. 

To the philatelist, Cochin has 
done much comparative good. Of- 
ten poignant headaches are caus- 
ed when attempting to sort out, 
the numerous State official and 
surcharged stamps. 

Peculiar to the Native States 
of India, the ‘native postal’ or 
“Anchal” system here, also, was 
introduced for the conveyance of 
flowers, vegetables, etc., for the 
royal palace and temples in the 
State: some 130 vears back 

At first, the petty village offic- 
ers were entrusted with this 
work of conveying articles from 
place to place, as a side work. 
Letters to palace officers were 
also conveyed through these of- 
ficers, who had no legal bindings 
to keep to punctuality; and im- 
portant letters languished for 
days and even months to reach 
their destinations.

so much noise about it, that the 
Government was forced to take 
up the matter; ultimately a fresh 
department was opened. 

I could not find any authorita- 
tive confirmation of this. 

Alive to the reforms around the 
State, a separate department 
might have been opened to serve 
the necessity of the times. It was 
in the latter half of the 18th cen- 
tury that the Anchal Department 

was introduced in Cochin. At 
first letters etc., were accepted for 
conveyance on advance payment 
of the due tax as ready cash. 

During the reign of His High- 
ness Veera Kerala Varma the first 
three stamps of the State were 
issued. A great scholar and re- 
former, His Highness opposed the 
suggestion of the British Political 
Agent for the abolition of the 
Anchal Department in favor of 
the British Indian Post offices. 
Anchal Department had jurisdic- 
tion confined only to this State, 
and by special arrangement to 
the nearby State of Travancore. 
So the tax on Anchal was far 
lower than the British posts. 

In 1892, three stamps to the 
value of half ‘putten’, 1 putten 
and 2 puttens, in yellow, red vio- 
let, and purple colors were issued. 
These stamps were printed, it is 
said, in the Cochin Government 
Press, It is also said that one put- 
ten (to be correct to the vernacu- 
lar pronounciation ‘PUTHEN’) 
was valued at 9 pies of the British 
India currency (12 pies: one anna; 
16 annas: one Rupee.) 

The stamps were of slightly 
varying rectangular shapes, i.e., 
2x2.2, 1.9x2.4 and 2.1x2.4 cms re- 
spectively. From the collections 
I have, I could not pick out a 
single imperforated Cochin stamp 
and I am lead to believe that all 
the Cochin stamps were perfor- 
ated. There may be errors in

The central figures of these 
stamps are the State emblems:— 
the Palanquin, the Conch Shell, 
the Umbrella and the _ bronze 
lamps, all marks of the ancestral 
royalty and nobility according to 
the Hindu culture. 

These emblems were later sep- 
arated as corner ornaments to the 
centrail portrait. Sri Veera Kerala 
Varma died in 1895 and Sir Sri 
Varma G.C.S.I., G.C.1.E., succeed- 
ed him. Sir Rama Varma is 
laurelled as the founder of the 
modern Cochin and has earned 
the highest esteem and popularity 
among his subiects.

In 1896 a fresh issue of 1 put- 
ten stamps in violet color was 
published, this time with a water- 
mark of a coat of arms and in- 
scription. This stamp was slight- 
ly larger in size. 

1897, saw the issue of another 
set of the three stamps in no way 
differing from those of 1892 and 
1896 but with the “umbrella” 
watermark. 





The one Putten rose of 1898, 


In 1898 a small reform was ef- 
fected. The numerical values of 
the stamps were put as the central 
figures, retaining as corner orna- 
ments the former central figures. 
Four stamps of this type were is- 
sued, % putten, gray green; 1 
putten, rose; 2 putten, purple and 
three pies ultramarine. 

As could be seen from the illus- 
tration above, the 1 putten stamp 
of this issue was of a decorative 
rectangular shape and_ stands 
alone as the only stamp of that 
form. It is seen that the three 
pies stamp of this set was reis- 
sued in red violet color and sold 
over the counter, surcharged 2 
pies in 1909.
